Dear Dr. Greist: 


I have been away from the office for two weeks, the last of which I 
have been laid up at my home, Fair Haven, N. J., with stomach and bowel complaint, 
and also with what a surgeon in Washington City, last week, pronounced to be 
rheumatic gout, Cortainly, in my cuse, it did not coms from high living, never- 
theless, it is extremely disagrecabls, 


We were rejoiced to hear from the Home Missions Council that the Con=- 
greeetionalists have concluded to tura over to us their Mission at Care Prince of 
Wales, We Aave promptly accepted the charge, and therefor, Dr. Marquis bids 
me tell you that that interesting and inportant point will be your field. 


You will find there a largely Christian community, with Government 
school and an adequate residence for the missionary, aud also a good church 
building. The Eskimos will hold meetings in the church during the stsence of 
& missicnary, and you will find some splendid natives among them, 1 do not 
hnow how many of my old friends among them died of the"flue* @ year ago, but, at 
any rate, there will be enough left to keep your heart and hand full ef work. 


I am enclosing, under another cover, @ couple of booklets ebout that 
Mission, which I procured from the Congregational Board, and also an Alaska 
education number of School Life published by the Bureau of Education. 


We will write you later about hospital, means of transportation, the 
time at which you ought to start, etc. 


Cape prince of Wales is 175 miles northwest of Nome, ond Teller is 
about midway, rather nearer to Wales than to Nome. You can always go from Wales 
to Nome by dog or reindeer team from November to May inclusive, and there will be 
boats and oomiaks running from Wales to Teller and Nome during the summer season, 


The largest reindeer herds in Alaska have their headquarters at Wales, 
and the people there are quite independent and prosperous, compared with other 
natives of the coast, When I was last in that region there was a post office 
at Wales. I do not think that it has been discontinued, 


I wish to congratulate you upon this, in our opinion, fortunate turn 
of affairs. When you are established at Wales Mrs. Greist will be in touch 
with physicians, post offices and telegraphic communication with the outside 
world, and you will have your hands full of splendid medical and missionary work 
that will touch and influence the niger Island Eskimo and those of Diamede and 
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Dr. Henry W. Greist. 


Siberia, as well as your own village and those strung along the Alaskan coast. 
You will find Wales a stormy place in the winter, but I found life in that 
region for four wintere not uncomfortable by any means. 


I am starting this evening to Cleveland for a ten days* itinerary, 
but Dr. Marquis and Dr. Dixon will be here to answer letters and give you 
further information, |

While sickness in my family has materially inter- 
fered with my study and preparation after a fashion for 
examination, yet I am hoping for feworable corsideration 
at hands of those learned theologians. After reaching 
my field, I hope to do muck systematic study. I plan 
to take the three year course of Dr. Scofield as con- 
ducted by the Moody Bible Institute by correspondencée 


I formally accept the appointment to Cape ?rince of 
Wales. In so doing I assume that my salary will 
be "at least $2500," as stated by Dr. Young in his 
letter of Dec.23d last. 


While accepting the commission to Wales, nevertheless 
I am somewhat disappointed in view of your remark that 
the erection of the small hospital may be postponed until 
"the following yeare”™ ‘To be very frank, I em disposed 
to protest aginst any postponement of hospital facilities. 


"Mis true, this is new territory for your Board, 

one with which you have had no direct immediate reletion 
recently, it having been under the supervision of the 
Congregationalists. Naturally, therefore, you labor under 
a degree of uncertainty as to the station's requirements. 
But you do know its importance, its strategical position, 
that its peoples both there and up and down that ccast 

for hundreds of miles are without skilled medical and surgice 
al care, and there exists even now every reason to 
anticipate an early ahd large development of its latent 
possibilities. Consequently, I cannot readily comprehend 
why we need await another year for the initietion of the 


complete mission plane

I believe a small dispensaryshospital, with at 
least one thoroughly trained Christian nurse, consti- VPA 
tutesa sine quo non = an sbsolute essential ~ and that 
without’ these we would be sorely handicapped at Wales in 
the very beginnings The size of the hospital is immater~ 
ial to my point. Even tho there be but two or three 
beds, a waiting room, a small surgery ard dressing room, 
and the nurse's private room, the moral influence and the 
practical material uses thereof will prove immeasurable. 
It will have to be conceded that I will have to have some 
sort of place in which to receive those in need of medicae 
tion, "first aid" and treatment. This is not always well 
in ones home. However modest in the beginning, even tho 
it be but. a "wing" or small portion of an approved plan 
to be completed at a later date, the above facilities 
together with a place in which to keep our medicines and 
dressings etc., will serve a purpose otherwise neglected. 


My medical work at \Wales will prove easy as to any 
mental strain -- it will largely be by route. Sut the 
purely spiritual, the ministry, the many Church problems 
and organigation work, all this will be new to me and 
will merit and must have the best that in me liese 
i must not fall down as to it -- will note ‘dh win souls 
is the chief purpose of it all, and the humaritarian work 
is a means to an end. The detail work of the dispensary 
would occupy much time which would advantageously be used 
otherwise, and with a nurse in charge and working under 
my supervision i would be relieved for more important 
service both surgical, medical, and ministerial. i could 
the easier make trips to outlying districts, broaden 
the scope of our work, etc., etces Such & nurse, too, 
will prove indispensable in the Sunday School and prayer 
mectinge She would be my "right heni mam" in mary ways. 


Mrs. Greist is a graduate nurse of years experience 
and along unusual lines. While Assistant to tie Superin- 
tendant of the large Helena, liont., hospital some years 
since, she is said to have handled those rough miners 
in a manner unknown to any other woman connected with the 
institution. But herage precludes regular and lerge 
service in connection with any dispensary-hospital we 
may have. She will have her home and her baby to laok 
afters However anxious she may be to help, (and she 
would be one of the first to respond to & call,) yet 
hers must be largely advisory, supervisory, and her 
counsel to a younger nurse will prove invaluable, 


I therefore feel disposed to plead earnestly for a 
reconsideration of your plane Dr. Young on Deoe23d wrote 
me that appropriations had been made for the hospital at 
Point Yarrow, and that hospitals would be established at 
one or two other places. I sincerely hope that the Board 
can see its way consistently to supply me with at least 
one nurse and the nucleus of a hospit@, some sort of equipe 
ment along this line, something which we will try to meke 
grow. i am even now making extraordinary effort to fina 
for you a consecrated Christian nurse, a Presbyterian,

I must dispose 
of this material ere leaving the States and would be glad 
indeed could I take it with me, title vested in the Boarde 


Instruements, both operative and diagnostic, I have 
in abundancé, purchased at pre-war prices, largely of 
German manufacture. ®hese are "tools" I would hardly 
wish to leave behind and will take with me, either as my 
individual property or will sell to the Board as is mutu- 
ally agreeabl e 


Most gladly will I meet Dr. Condit in Chicago as he 
passes through en route to Assembly in May. But would 
it not be better for him to run dow to Monticello, 90 
miles distant, thus giving Mrs. @Gréaist as well as myself 
opportunity to meet and talk with him as to the many mat- 
ters awaiting solution in our minds? 


And I am hoping to also have the pleasure of meeting 
with Dr. Young ere we go out. He expressed some time 
since the hope that he might accompany us to the :

Acknowledging receipt of your favor the 27th inst 
Which hes cereful consideration. 


The mistake as to salary, while somewhat embarassing 
to all concerned, results however in no attached blame 
and assuredly I am very fer from holding you responsible 
in any degree. 


In your letter of the 23d of last December you used 
these words so kindly considerate: "The missionaries in 
Yukon Presbytery now receive $2,000 salary, but I think a 
person undertaking the double work of doctor ard minister 
in such a place ought to have at leest $2500, and I am satq- 
isfied this would be forthcoming." 


Because I had made known to the Board my obligae- 
tions as to educating my boys now ready for college, 
and because of my rather exceptional professionel train- 
ingand experience, I dared hope that your words "at least" 
would mean an amount in excess of $2500, perhaps as much 
as $3000, the sum now being offered married physicians 
who are now being sought for five year contracts for 
service abroad by tthe Inter-Churech people, with residence 
supplied. 


With me it is peculiarly embarassing always, a very 
real task, to discuss fees, however important the financial 
question involved in any proposition. Had I been alone 
and without dependents, never under any circumstances 
would i have broached the subject of sselary in connection 
with this Alesken work. But, having situated myself 
comfortably in life and with every excellent prospect as 
to the future, I felt obliged to protect my family as 
against any possible financial embarassmente Hence, in my 
letter of accpptance of the proffered commission to the 
Cape Prince of Wales mission I used these few words: "J 
assume my salary will be at least $2500 per ennum, the 
sum stated by Dr. Young in his letter of December 2364 last." 


Mrs. Greisf and I have attempted to discuss this ques- 
tion from every anglée She is inclined always to cold- 
bloodedly dissect a business proposition as would ea financier 
and look at it dispassionately -- far beyond the habit of the 
average woman. She has from the start questioned our 
ability to manage with so small income in face of the 
difficluty had in recent years here in the mxk states to get

It is true, ani [I feel that you will appreciate this 
in large measure, we know so very little as to conditions 
in Alaska, the cost of supplies, groceries coming from 
the states by freight, clothing es made from fur by the 
natives, (furs are out of reach here,) etec., ete., and so, 
we are largely figuring in the dark. 


But, if the Board will pay me $2,000, "with manse 
and all expenses, including the coal for the mission," 
medical supplies, etc., as steted in yours just received, 
I feel thet perheps the coal bill will off-set the additional 
$500 which we had otherwise expecteds and i accept the 
proposition as outlined by yous 


| My only wish is that I may have nothing to regrete 
The Master kmows my heart is right, that i am seeking to 
do the right, to be sure that I am right as to everything, 
and that done I surely will be safe. I am not going 
into Alaska to make a living primarily, and assuredly 
I am far from wishing to go there to male money. Ambition, 
position, the promises of the future, my boys, my friends, 
all call loudly as to the worldly folly of thus venturing 
out upon the unknown at my time of life when everything 
suggests the wisdom of remaining at home. - Everything, did 
I say? Wo? because conscience bids me go, and with an eye 
singled to the glory of God I am seeking to go, but with all 
wise cautions I go willingly, too, end the sacrifice

she remain at Wales this year and go to Barrow next year after the 
hsopital is finished.

Gentlemens= You have recently hired Henry W. Greist 
of Monticello, Indiana, as a Missionary at Wales Aiaska,. 

AS a member of the Presbyterian Church here, I feet like 
it is my ditty to advise you just what kind of a man he is. 

Some four year ago and more he was divorced from his first 
wife and alimony was given her and $25. per month support for her 
three children. He afterwards within a short time married his 
present wife with whom he was thick, and who caused their spiit 
and divorce. He afterwards went to monticeilo Indiana, and faiied 
and refused to pay the aiimony and support awarded her in Casper 
Wyoming where the divorce was granted. He tried to get a divorce 
here and the Court refused it and he went west to Wyoming to get it. 

For the past years since the divorce he has failed to pay the 
payments, and also failed and refused to pay about $1000.00 principai 
and interest. He recently slipped all his goods out or disposed of t 
them to bet his creditors and his first wife and her sister, 
and refuses and faiies to pay the same. 

I think your board ought not to have a man of this kind 
to represent the greatest calling on earth, and to have hh a man

In accordance with our conversation. of the 28th. 
I am putting in written form the substance of what I said to 
you regarding your going to Prince of Wales.| I am sending copies 
of this letter to Dr. Marquis and to br. Dixon. 


As I said to you I feel assured that had the 
Board known the facts as to the physical condition of yourself 
and Mrs. Greist in the matter of your hearing you would not have 
been commissioned to the work af Wales. It is my judgement that 
this infirmity, purely physical, is so pronounced that you will 
be unable to do the work at Wales for which you hseve been commissiofe 
ed. Under the conditions 1 felt that it was my duty to so inform you 
before final steps weme taken,even at this late date, to place you 
at Wales. I wish here to record the fact that you claim to have 
fully informed the Board as to this infirmity in correspondence 
with Dr. S.Hall Young some time ago. At the same time I mast also 
say that when I spoke of it to Dr. Marquis, after visiting you in 
Monticello, he expressed surprise at the fact,and if I remember 
correctly, lr. Young also disclaimed knowledge of it. However that 
may be I can only act upon my presen& judgement, which is, that 
under the chroumstances you should not go to Wales. 


However, since the Board in New York has commissioned 
you and has asked you to present yourself to. the Presbytery for 
ordination, which you have done, and inasmuch as acting upon the | 
instructions of the Board you have closed out your business in Mone 
ticello, disposed of your property, rented your home, and in other 
ways cut loose from your relations at Monticallo, I feel that if you 
insist on going I must carry ou’ my part of the business by placing 
you on the field. Inasmuch as you have expressed it as your deter- 
mination to go to Wales, after due consideration of my statement of 
the other evening, we, are proceeding on that basaés. 


As I said in our conversation I Gan give you no ase 
surance that the Board will feel inclined,under the circumstances, 
to continue the present arrangement after the close of the yoar 
from the time of your going.
